with a group of volunteers to get the ball rolling on the 
large project. 

''We would never pull this off without the help of 
the community and the area that come and help us/' said 
Souza. "If it wasn't for them, we would have nothing." 

Souza has three months to complete a long list of 
tasks to get the property ready for the big event. He will 
be in charge of installing a septic system and a well for 
a brand new bathroom building that will be built on the 
fairgrounds. Starting next week, Souza and his volunteers 
will begin constructing a fence around the entire 
perimeter of the property. Students from Old Colony 
Regional Vocational Technical High School will install an 
electrical system with the help of NSTAR in the coming 
weeks. A new lighting system will also be implemented. 

And while all of this is happening, Souza hopes 
that the grass on the property will eventually grow - 
something that hasn't been easy given the recent weather 
conditions. But he's not worried. 

"It will all work out fine," he said. "We've 
made great progress and we're basically on track for 
everything. There's no issues, but there's a lot to do." 

Souza says the estimated cost for the new 
facility will cost approximately $25,000 and will come 
from the fair's account. The new electric system could 
cost as much as $10,000 while the septic system will be 
around $3,000. Despite the high figure, Souza says it's not 
nearly as high as it could be thanks to the generosity of 
numerous local residents and businesses. 

"This year is our big hit financially, but it's all 
about survival," said Souza. "If we can do a good time 
and have everyone come, we will be all set." 

Putting on a great event isn't the only concern 
for the Committee. Souza said before he even started 
working on the grounds, he walked door to door to

received opposition, allowing the meeting to be 
concluded in one night as opposed to the three that were 
originally allotted on the calendar. 

Article 36, submitted by various petitioners, 
received the largest amount of discussion at the meeting.

special town meeting would be needed in order to rework 
figures in the budget. 

''It's not a threat, it's a reality," said Selectman 
Paul Silva. "We do not have that kind of money in the 
budget." 

In addition to lack of funding, the town also has a 
lack of details that would help decide whether or not the 
project would be feasible. 

"We have a lot more questions at this point 
than we have answers," said Highway Surveyor Barry 
Denham. "We don't have a clue about a drainage 
system." 

Based on the various responses, the town voted 
unanimously 110-0 to indefinitely postpone the article 
from the warrant. 

The article that faced one of the largest amounts 
of opposition with a vote of 118-7 was article 25. The 
passing of the article allows the Mattapoisett River Valley 
Water Supply Protection Committee to modify the fee it 
currently charges to the town by raising it $.01 for every 
100 gallons used per household. This figure would, on 
average, add $6 to a household's annual water bill. 

Another article that raised a lot of comments was 
article 9, where the town would vote to appropriate the 
sum of $12,000 from Tax Levy to hire an outside third 
party to review the compensation of all town and local 
school positions in comparison to like communities so it 
can be published on the town's website.

CANINE DIARRHEA 

My dog has had diarrhea more than once a week for the -past month. 
He eats dog chow and table scraps. Occasionally there is blood in the 
stool and he can't always control himself and messes indoors. What 
can I do? 

The key to controlling illness is getting a correct diagnosis 
and then treating the problem appropriately.

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission 
By Eric Tripoli 

The Conservation Commission had their meeting 
on the evening of Wednesday, May 9, rather than 
Tuesday, due to scheduling rearrangements because of 
the upcoming Annual Town Meeting. They approved 
requests for amended orders for the Gauvins, to change 
the house footprint, adjust grading and the septic system. 

They also approved a request for an amended 
order for property at 26 Ocean Drive; the Williams family 
also wants to change the footprint of the structure, adjust 
the driveway, and add landscaping. Dave Davignon of 
Schneider and Associates also represented the DeRosa 
family, for a request for amended orders for property on 
Goodspeed Island. 

'The proposed home will actually be narrower 
than the existing structure, and the grading and septic 
system will remain largely the same,'' Davignon said. 

The Commission also spoke with Sue Nelson 
from CLE Engineering, on behalf of the Town of 
Mattapoisett, regarding a Notice of Intent for dredging 
and maintenance of Eel Pond. 

"This is a proposal to maintain the entrance of 
the East Channel, in order to open it up to improve the 
flushing characteristics in the pond as well as the two 
smaller salt ponds to the east," she said. 

The hearing was continued to the next meeting, 
however, as discussion of the possible negative effects of 
the removal of large amounts of sand, which would help 
improve drainage, but could exacerbate beach erosion 
problems. There were also questions as to where to put 
the sand that may be removed as part of the project. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission will be on Wednesday, May 23, 
2012, at 6:30 pm at the Town Hall.

Road, was brought before the Marion Planning Board on 
Monday evening. Doug Schneider of Doug Schneider & 
Associates, representing Dale and Laura Briggs, said he 
wanted to 'get the ball rolling' on the proposed energy 
project.

Several board members w^ere positive in their 
comments and said that the location was ideal for the 
project and that abutters were onboard with the proposal. 

After much discussion, board member Ted North 
said that the current by-laws do address the zoning area 
of the proposed solar farm. 

''This is an industrial project in a residential 
area... and we should reject the proposal based on that fact 
alone,'' said North. Dale Briggs spoke briefly and said 
that cranberry bogs surrounded the area. 

"Isn't that a commercial operation?" asked 
Briggs. The board replied that bogs were grandfathered 
because they were there prior to the zoning by-laws being 
created in Marion. 

A community member, Steve Grima said that 
when a town isn't able to address the issue, the state law 
would prevail. 

"Chapter 40A addresses this issue... if the town 
doesn't have by-laws in place, the state laws could apply," 
said Grima. 

Schneider and the applicants expressed concern 
about shelving the project until the fall when a by- 
law proposal would be on the warrant.

"We'll get together and make sure all the ducks 
are in a row/' said ZBA Chairman Robert Wedge. 

A few major changes were brought to the 
attention of the board, however. As it stands presently, the 
developer has designated 100 percent of the 60 rentals as 
affordable - with all but six of the single-family homes to 
be sold at market value.

that 25 percent of units are affordable for a 40B project, 
and MassHousing has yet to determine if Bay Watch's 
bifurcated project is acceptable. 

Moreover, Bay Watch Realty was not given tax 
credits this spring - and if it does not receive them in the 
fall - the developer could not go forward with the project 
as planned and would instead would have to put 75 
percent of all units (both rental and single-family homes) 
at market rate and 25 percent as affordable. The ZBA 
approved a language change that would allow 25 percent 
affordability for both parts of the project in the case the 
first scenario does not pan out with MassHousing. 

Atty. Regnante also explained that the developer 
would enter into a covenant with the town to ensure that 
money is available to finish the project's roads, even in 
the worst-case scenario. 

'Tf god forbid the developer goes south, you'll 
have the money to finish the roads," Atty. Whitten said. 
''Typically a covenant is not released until the majority of 
work is done." 

Atty. Whitten also relayed other minor changes 
and requirements for inclusion in the draft decision - 
including a requirement that the 75-foot long wooden 
bridge into the development complies with Mass DOT 
standards with the certification of an engineer. 

Additionally, it was agreed that the developer 
would request a waiver for the sewer connection fee for 
the two rental buildings, which equates to $20,000.

''smoke and mirrors'' and said the applicant is proposing 
to rebuild a 16-by-20 "shack" into a three-story, 34.6-inch 
high structure that far surpasses its footprint. 

"It's hard to make out where the existing shed is 
[on the map], that's how absurd it is," Cooper said. 

"It's exacerbating nonconformities to a 
tremendous extent," agreed Betsy Dunn. 

Building Commissioner Scott Shippey 
commented that the applicant's assertion that there is 
a deck adjoining the home, which would render the 
footprint as larger, is wrong. "There is no deck, just a 
concrete patio - and the patio is not part of the structure," 
he said, but he added that the property does have a sewer 
and water connection.

White reported that 2013 Chapter 70 Aid will 
be increased by the House of Representatives over the 
Governor's recommendation by $18.5 million with $40 
per pupil in minimum aid for the 213 school districts, 
including ORR, that were initially held level to this year's 
fiscal 2012 funding. 

The committee approved a change in the 
student handbook regarding the calculation of grade 
point average and class rank.

Seniors should only be present for the exams that they are 
taking and must leave the campus when they complete 
them.

Selectmen to execute a 20 year power purchase agreement 
designed to save a total of approximately $2,000,000. 

Under the proposed agreement the Town's 
electricity will be purchased from NSTAR and a 
supplier just as it is now. The savings will result from a 
developer's sale of renewable power to the grid in return 
for ''net metering credits" and the Town's payment for 
those same credits at a discounted rate. 

The source of renewable power will be located 
well outside of Marion's borders. The project is fully 
permitted, and the interconnection with the NSTAR 
power grid has been applied for. 

The developer of the renewable energy facility 
builds, finances, maintains, and insures the plant. 
Obviously he is responsible for a large investment in 
equipment, and the Town's long term commitment is 
essential to his investors, but there is no upfront cost to 
the town. 

The project is good for Marion for more than 
financial reasons. Its renewable power will replace power 
now generated mostly by fossil fuels. Its operation will 
contribute no C02 to the atmosphere and will produce 
no air pollutants. It is one of a limited number of similar 
projects that will be allowed under state law, and Marion 
should take advantage of the offer while it is open. 

Passage of Article 38 would also signify Marion's 
approval to allow the Old Rochester School District 
to enter into a similar 20 year agreement, resulting in

The Tiara 5K Classic 
is an appropriate tribute to 
the universal experience of 
Motherhood. Being a mom 
and running both require 
stamina, a willingness to 
keep moving forward even 
when you are drained, 
exhausted, and not sure how 
you are going to navigate the next corner. 

In my 20s, I participated in races both 
psychologically and physically grueling. After 
a few years of lOKs, ten milers and a couple 
of half marathons - I ran a full marathon right 
after my 26th birthday (yes, one mile for each 
year). On my feet for 
more than five hours - I 
absorbed the messages of 
encouragement on posters 
and tee-shirts like gospel, 
i.e. "Pain is weakness 
leaving the body." 
Anything to get me to the 
finish line. 

But becoming a 
mom two years later was 
far more challenging. 

Those first three 
months felt like a year. The 
second night in the hospital, I remember rocking 
my inconsolable little son - singing dusty lullabies. 
It would be months before I slept more than three 
or four consecutive hours. In the meantime, Td 
watch his every move - and even when I was 
beyond exhausted would stare in awe at his little 
face instead of sleep. 

And this was only the beginning. The 
toddler years meant micromanaging a crawling 
baby, hoping he did not mindlessly swallow some 
stray coin or venture into the street. And when 
my little girl arrived two years later - it was about 
basically doing the impossible: taking care of an 
infant while trying to stay two steps ahead of my 
two-year old son. 

And every day Td hear (and I still here 
today at the grocery store, in the park, on the 



phone): 'T don't know how you do it." 

But you don't question that. As my mom 
says, you just do it. It just requires stamina, 
whether your two-year old daughter pees on you in 
the natural history museum dinosaur exhibit, your 
baby is screaming during the last 20 minutes of a 
flight, or you are up most of the night consoling a 
sick child - you find a way to put one foot in front 
of the other. 

What warms my heart about the Tiara 
Classic last Sunday was the clear recognition that 
the event was all about the moms - the women 
who basically are daily miracle workers for their 
children. The race celebrates them. Daughters, 
mother and grandmothers sported tiaras (even 
tutus); others beamed brightly in pink with smiles 
on their faces from start to finish. Neighbors on 

the sidelines cheered the 

runners not just for their 
physical stamina, but for 
their roles as moms or 
grandmothers. 

Six years ago, the 
inaugural Tiara 5k drew 
only 150 runners. Its 
steep growth (about 
1,000 participated this 
year) is attributed to the 
universal recognition 
of the amazing women 
and mothers in our lives. 
Every one of them deserves a medal. 

And the runners supported another cause: 
raising money for the Women's Fund. This fun 
helps women - including moms - pursue their 
academic aspirations so they can eventually land 
a job that will support them. This year the fund is 
partnering with Bristol Community College for the 
WISE Women Project, which helps women receive 
the training they need to obtain employment.

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"^'^^ Vampire Slayer

Dark Shadows, Starring Johnny Depp and 
Michelle Pfeiffer. Directed by Tim Burton. 
Running time: 113 minutes. MPAA rating: 
PG-13. 

If there's anything remotely goth- 
flavored in our culture untouched by Tim 
Burton and Johnny Depp, just wait a while; 
they'll get around to it. Their latest collabo- 
ration. Dark Shadows, checks off "vampire" 
on the Burton /Depp wish list, a mild disap- 
pointment for those of us who'd hoped to 
see them remaking London After Midnight 
someday (People remake well-loved films 
all the time; why not remake one few living 
souls have ever seen?) Following the lead of 
its forebear, the 1966-1971 supernatural soap 
opera. Dark Shadows doesn't stop at bloodsuckers; it also 
throws in a witch and — rather randomly, I thought, and 
with no explanation — a werewolf. It is not the loosey- 
goosey fish-out-of- water farce the ads lead you to expect, 
though it's far from serious — this may be the only live- 
action film I can recall in which a climactic explosion is a 
perky magenta. 

Indeed, the look of Dark Shadows is intriguing; it's 
the strangest-toned mainstream film out there right now. 
The stock appears slightly faded, as if it were aping both 
the left-out-in-the-sun graininess of '70s cinema and the 
wretched video quality of the old show. It all coalesces 
into a uniquely anti-goth palette (and the opening cred- 
its, too, are bland enough to be part of the joke). Into the 
tackiness of 1972 comes Barnabas Collins (Depp), cursed 
to vampirehood by scorned witch Angelique (Eva Green) 
two hundred years ago. Freed from his coffin/ prison, 
Barnabas shows up at Collinwood Manor, now occupied 
by a dysfunctional family headed by disdainful matriarch 
Elizabeth (Michelle Pfeiffer). 

Burton and screenwriter Seth Grahame-Smith 
{Abraham Lincoln: Vampire Hunter) shoehorn as much 
melodrama and subplots into Dark Shadows as an hour 





and fifty-three minutes can hold. I suppose they're trying 
to get as much of the original show into the movie as 
they can. Too young to have been one of the fabled kids 
running home from school to catch Dark Shadows on ABC, 
I prepared by popping in a DVD of nine "fan-favorite" 
episodes. After the first one, which introduced Jonathan 
Frid as Barnabas a year into the show's run, my attention 
wandered elsewhere. You had to be there at 
the time, I guess. Frid played Barnabas as a 
melancholy romantic anti-hero, and Depp — 
looking like a cross between Count Orlok in 
Nosferatu and Conrad Veidt in The Cabinet of 
Dr. Caligari — follows suit; though the script 
makes the new Barnabas boggle his eyes at 
the trappings of 1972, Depp mostly stays 
away from easy laughs (he gets them anyway, 
largely with his sly inflections). He brings out 
the tragedy and anger of Barnabas' situation. 

Barnabas' main antagonist is Angelique, 
who's stayed around all these years to put the 
Collins fishing cannery out of business. I can't 
quite decide if Eva Green's scenery-gnashing 
performance is great or terrible or both, but 
whatever it is, it's memorable. Aside from Green, this is 
one of the more eclectic casts in a Burton film in a while, 
the standout for me being Helena Bonham Carter as the 
live-in shrink for the troubled little David Collins. She 
seems to be channeling an unholy combo of Jacqueline 
Susann and Fran Lebowitz, with a pre-punk orange wig 
topping everything off. Burton certainly has found his 
muse. 

Dark Shadows isn't top-tier Burton, but he remains 
a classical director who trusts the image (some would say 
to the exclusion of anything else). It's a pleasure to watch 
a film that isn't over-edited, that basks in elegance. The 
blood, as in Burton's Sleepy Hollow and Sweeney Todd, is 
bright Hammer red. The movie is more or less what you'd 
expect a Burton Dark Shadows to be, only with less empha- 
sis on the purple-on-black color scheme and a lot of Super 
Sounds of the '70s — including Alice Cooper as himself, 
performing two songs at a Collins mirrorball party — 
fighting Danny Elfman for dominance on the soundtrack. 
It turns into a bit of a mess towards the finish line, but at 
least it's a fun mess, and if you're looking to Tim Burton 
for narrative tidiness you must be thinking of another Tim 
Burton.

River Exploration Camp is just one of the ways 
the Bay Coalition and YMCA SouthCoast are partnering 
to help kids explore the Bay and watershed this summer.
